Group III, claim(s) 13 and 14, drawn to a device for measuring ERK7/8 levels 
comprising several ports and zones with an ERK7/8 antibody. 

Group IV, claim(s) 15-18, drawn to a method of monitoring the effectiveness of an anti- 
cancer agent comprising monitoring ERK8 levels. 

Group V, claim(s) 19 and 20, drawn to a method for identifying modulators of ERK7/8 
activity comprising contacting an ERK7/8 polypeptide with a kinase substrate. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups l-V do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

The special technical feature recited in claim 1 is a method of diagnosing the 
presence of an estrogen responsive cancer comprising measuring ERK8 levels in a 
biological sample. U.S. Patent Application Publication 2006/0019256 A1 (effective filing 
date June 9, 2003) teaches methods of diagnosing cancer (i.e. breast cancer) by 
assessing stem cell cancer markers, such as ERK8 within a sample from a subject, see 
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page 5, sections 0050 and 0059; page 6, sections 0066 and 0067; and page 31 , ten 
lines before section 01 19. Therefore, the technical feature recited in claim 1 is not 
special. Accordingly, the groups are not so linked as to form a single general concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1.
